REMARKS 



In the Office Action of June 18, 2001, the Examiner requested restriction to one of the 
following six groups. 

I. Claims 1-15 and 18-25, drawn to a recombinant cell, populations of the 

recombinant cell, and a method of making the recombinant cell population. 
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n. Claims 16-17, drawn to a method of removing a metal with the recombinant cell 
of Group I. 



III. Claims 26-27, drawn to an isolated fimbrial structure. 
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IV. Claims 28-30, drawn to a use of the cells of Group I or the fimbrial structure of 
Group III, wherein the compound to be removed binds to the second kind of 
binding domain. 

V. Claims 31-32, drawn to a use of the cells of Group I or the fimbrial structure of 
Group III, wherein the compound to be removed binds to the first kind of binding domain.
